CHUNGSHAN PORT. 
‘To Be Opened in Very 
Near Future. 


A BRANCH LINE. 


Railway System to Link Up All 
Southern Provinces, 
Canton, Yesterday, 


Mr. Wong Kue-so, magistrate 
of the Chungshin Model District 
Government, who was on a mis- 
ston to Nanking last month in 
connection with the opening. of 
the, Chungshan free port, “re- 
turned to Canton in company 
with Mayor Lam Wan-kei last 
Thursday, 

Interviewed, Mr. 
Press representatives that the 
first step taken to open the 
Chungshan free port was to con- 
nect all overland communications 
between Tong-ka-wan and other 
towng and districts, While stay- 
ing in Nanking, he did propose to 
Mr. Sun Fo to construct 
a branch railway from 
Fatshan on the Canton-Samshui 
line to Tong-ka-wan, 

This suggestion has met with 
the npproval of Minister Sun, 
who has since wired to the Can- 
ton-Samahui Railway Adminis- 
tration to send officers to survey 
the proposed branch linc.. After 
the completion of surveying, 
which will take one month, the 
Work of construction can be start- 
ed after three months and the 
branch line service can be oper- 
ated within two years. 


Provinces Linked Up.’ 


According to Minister Sun, Mr. 
Wong continued, the “Ministry 
of Railways hed the intention to 
prolong the Canton-Samshut Ri 
way 80 ag to link up with Kwany- 
si, Kweichow, Yunnan, Hunan 
and Szecheun provinces. Should 
the above inteation become a fact, 
the Chungshan free port would 
have its. direct communication 
with the other five southern pro- 
vincea, concluded the magistrate. 

It is understood that at the 6th

No Barnicles For Sanitary Board. 


ITH the distinet threat of at least five aspirants to a seat on | 


the Sanitary Board a reference to what is proposed to be done 
elsewhere may be topical if not exactly helpful in every aspect. 

At a recent meeting of the Kuala’ Lumpur Sanitary Board the 
Chairman said that he had caused an item, “Constitution for 1931,” 
to be inserted in the agenda to remind the members of the ar- 
rangements made by the British Resident that the constitution of 
the. Board should not remain the same from year to year, the idea. 
being to make citizens take an interest in what was happening and 
realise their responsibilities, There were nine unofficial members, 
and three would have to offer their resignations, He mentioned one 
who would resign, ag his time was mostly taken up with his own 
work, and, besides—added the Chairman very significantly—"he 
had been on the Board for about ten years.” 

These remarks clicited from a Chinese member the not very 
profound observation tat "Yn Government Service there is an age 
fimit and ut 50 que has to retire: when a person passes that age he 
in going into hts Mtage and is ot capable of doing much.” It is 
not surprising: to read that this sally was greeted by the Chairman 
and all the other members with the chorus: “I don’t agree there.” 
Ags nobody in Hong Kong will agree either, comment is unnecessary. 

In regard to the tenure of office of an unofficial member of a 


" 3 Sanitary Board there is some sound sense in the idea of the British 


Resident of Selangor—may be, for ull we know to the contrary, in- 
spired by our present Governor when he was Chief Secretary, 
Wedernted Malay States—that the constitution of the Board should 
not remain the same from year to year. Barnicles are apt to clog 
the wheels of progress, and a Sanitary Board is no place for barnicles, 

At the same time a member’s suitability for re-nomination or 
re-election, as the case. may be, cannot or should not always, be 
judged frbm the length of time he has served. In our own Sanitary 
Board in this Colony one unofficial member has served for ten years, 
and no one cnn say that he would not be missed were he to give 
place to some one else: us a matter of fuct he has ever proven him- 
self to be a “live wire’ in matters of sanitation and public health, 
His retirement would be a distinct loss to the Sanitary Board and 
to the whole community. ; 

The fairest way would be judge an unofficial memher’s record 
during his tenure of office, be it long or short. There is a type of 
person who nspires to membership of public bodies not because of 
the inherent sense of citizenship but rather from the spirit of sclf- 
aggrandisement. This type revels in the limelight. He glories in 
publicity. But, as an asset to the civic progress of the 
community his valuc is nil, This is certainly not the type. to be wel- 
comed cither on the Sanitary Board or any other public body, and for 
that reason it is to be hoped that the credentials of the five (or 
more) aspirants for membership of the Sanitary Board at the forth- 
coming election will be most carefully scrutinised. Let us draw 
the line at useless barnicles and self-sceking egotists. ‘. 

And one more thought whilst on the subject. If the scope for 
civic duty is to be spread as'regards personnel, the Sanitary Board 
ought to be regarded as a natural stepping stone to the Legislative 
Council, and no one, however valuable he may have proved himself 
to be, should be 2 member of both simultaneously, It may seem a 
delicate point to raise at the present juncture, but, it will have to 
be rnised’sconor or Inter. .In doing 80 now, however, our vision is 
not blunted to the good work that has béen done on the Sanitar: 
Bonrd for three years by the retiring member. :

Last week we considered the 
over-stafling of tho Police Force, 
and now Iet us examine the 
other end of the scale of Govern- 
ment service, and look into the 
Personnel of the hospitals main- 
tained by the Government. It is, 
of course, ambiguous to try to de- 
cide the greater uacfulness of 
the two Departments concerned, 
so we will leave that matter out 
of consideration and grant that 
they are equally necessary to the 
well being of the Colony, Even 
in this frame of mind, however 
impartial one may wish to je, he 
cannot, on even the most super- 
ficial examination, help coming 
to the conclusion that the Police 
ure in the fortunate position of a 
“blue-eyed darling,” = and the 
“Medicals" the “ugly duckling.” 

The one has on ataff of execu- 
tives so big that there is really 
not sufficient worl: to go réund, 
whilst the other has not sufficient 
medicos to cope comfortably, not 
to say efficiently, with the work 
of relieving suffering humanity. 
Why this should be permitted by 
those who run this Colony it is 
dificult to understand. Granting 
that the usefulness of the De- 
partments is equal, and no one 
ean quarrel with that, why should 
prodigality be permitted in one 
place while “cheese paring” is im: 
posed on the other,

“Slaving.” 
There is not one Government 
controlled hospital in Hong Kong 
which is adequately staffed with 
medicnl officers, and the result is 
nothing short of slaving on the 
part of those having charge of 
the hospitals; It is not an un- 
common thing for these medical 
officers to-have to leave a patient 
in the middie of say, bone-setting 
(if not operation) to rush down 
to the reception office to attend 
to a new case just brought in, 
Because of the “cheese “paring” 
imposed on the Department to 
which he belongs, the medical 
officer fs denied assistance in his 
work and has to shoulder the 
whole responsibility himself, and 
whether or not it is) physically 
possible for him to be in two 
places at the same time does 
not seem to concern anybody. He 
is there and it is “up to him.” 
Often a medical officer is s0 
rushed that he hag not even time 
to remove his gown. He dashes 
away from his bono-setting task 
with plaster of Paris on his gown 
to attend to the new arrival and 
then, perhaps, after collecting 
some blood on his gown, he makes 
the new patient comfortable and 
bolts back upstairs to the other 
task which he had left half done,

Horns of a Dilemma. 

Sometimes, too, it is a toss 
which case requires his attention 
more urgently, and in leaving one 
to attend to another he might be 
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taking a risk, and, vice versa, it 
might be If ho finished the taslc 
in hand he would be too Inte to 
ronder assistance to the new- 
comer.‘ What can he do in the 
circumstances under which he 
hag to work? He tries to do his 
best to tackle two jobs at once, 
but however capable he might be, 
can it pe sald that a job done 
huatily is a job done properly? 
Thus we sometime hear the effi- 
ciency of this or that Government 
doctor assuiled by ex-pationts of 
one or another of the Govern- 
ment Hospitals, That fs not fair 
criticism, because the complain- 
ing patients had been the victims 
of cjreumstances rather than the 
incotmpetence of the doctor who 
attendedsthem, _-Had_the doctor 
not been so badly rushed off his 
fect o different story might have 


been told,

Mengre Salaries. 

And what is the remuneration 
which the Medical Officer has to 
slave for? £700 per annum on 
appcintment and he can rise to 
the maximum of £1,180 if he puts 
in 12 years’ service, and that is 
the scale of salary as revised on 
January 1, 1930, the outcom? of 
the recommendations of the 
Salaries Revision Commission. Te 
it surprising that few Medical 
Officers stick it in Government 
service here? Of course’ not, 
when it cis considered that his 
salary, which he as a professtonal 
an has to slave for, and more 
than earn every penny of, is fn 
many enses less than that of non- 


* 


professional men in other Govern- 
ment Departments who work 
fixed hours and are able to take 
it easy during those hours. 

It ia all very well to talk about 
retrenchment “even at the cost 
of efficiency.” It might be done 
in some places where the service 
ig less essential, but the Medical 
Department, at least that section 
of it which has to do with our 
hospitals, needs to be augmented 
to bring it up to the standard of 
efficiency of the medical service 
in other Colonics. “Cheese par- 
ing” has gone on long enough in 
the Medical Department whilst 
other departments have fattened 
on rich pastures. Now that Gov- 
ernment has awakened to the 
realisation that these depart- 
ments have'been' treated with too 
much indulgence, let it also awake 
to the fact that the “ugly 
duckling” has been neglected too 
long and do something to better 
its lot.

Not that I am say- 
ing that Mr. Butters is to blame, 
because I realise that even such 
a Icarned person ns a Magistrate 
cannot be expected to be an 
authority on everything under 
the sun, Well, soldering metal 
is not worth much, so the Magis- 
trnte made. the pennity fit the 
value of the stolen article, more 
or less, and gave the accused the 
option of a fine of $10 or 14 days 
in jail. 

-The owner of the metal was 
not found, so he ordered the con- 
fiseation of the atuff. The 
Police took it to the Yaumati 
Police Station where, of course, 
they would have had to keep it 
for a time against possible 
claims, ond then there is no 
knowing what they might have 
done with it. It might have

Some of the comparative figures 
during this period were illustrative 
of this rapid rise and increase in 
ales volume. For instance, dn 
1924 Auburn built and sold 2,400 
autumobiles, Since that time the 
company has shown an increase of 
more than 1,300 per cent,, and this 
in the most competitive years of the 
-induatry. + In June of 1929, Auburn 
Sales reached 8,144 or 31 per cent. 
greater than during the entire year 
of 1924, a 

In 1924 the company had but one 
small plant with a total factory 
space of about ten acres or 4.04 
hectares, To-day the factory ground 
aren totals more than 140 acres or 
66.65 heetares, In 1924 only five 
persons were employed in the en- 
vinecering department, whereas the 
present Auburn cnginecring’ depart- 
ments employ more than 200 
engincera, including such = nue 
thorities as Fred S, Duesenberg, 
Herbert Snow and Harry Miller. In 
1924 the company cmployed only 
208 persona in comparison with 
more than i2,000 now on the pay- 
rolls. 

The increased volume of business 
In this period, is illustrative of the 
present , acceptance of Auburn.

Growth hag 
not been haphazard nor unwieldly. 
The policy has been to return to {ta 
cllentelo the frufts of its success. 
Behind every movo of Auburn in a 
definite and far-asceing plan which 
fg reflected to the publie in greater 
values at leas commensurate cost.,

Shipping © Transport 
Planes by Crane. 

A now method of shipping heavy 
transport acroplancs without crating 
has just been tried and proved suc- 
cessful, oI 

When the steamship Sorvard of 
the Garcial Dins Line gniled for | 
Spain not long ago, a Ford tri | 
motored, all metal ship was carricd « 
as part of the deck curgo, securely : 
Inshed, of course, to prevent. {ts | 
shifting position should the steamer ' 
run into heavy ‘weather. 4 

Shipping men consider that tho | 
small alze of, the steamshtp—The 
Sorvara ts rated at only 3,670 gross 
tona by Lloyd's and is 368 feat lon | 
—was one of the main features of 
the shipment, . for it demonstrated 
completely that all metal transport 
planes not only could be carried un- 
erated as deck ond, but that several 
of them might be nested on the 
deck of even a small craft. 

The transport plane was sent to 
the ‘Concesionorla de Lineas Aoreas 
Subvencionadas khown ag the 
CLAS Alr Transport Company. 
The method of shipment saved $650 
on dismantling and carting to the 
wharf alde, for the biy plane was 
towed to the ship and then lightered 
on board. This saving represents a 
cat of two-thirds of the former 
charge for dismantling and towing 
to the wharf side. Lighterage 
charges also were cut, But far 
more Smportant was the saving of 
approximately $3,000 in carting. 
The carting on na previous job 
weighed 30,000 pounds, so that the 
cost of ocean froight has been ro- 
duced. 

The plane was towed to the wharf 
on its own landing gear and swunk 
nabonrd ship by a huge crane mount- 
ed on a lighter. An important’ fen- 
ture of the Ford plano is the Alclad 
sheathing, which resists ¢corroslon 
from salt water, making deck load- 
ing reasonably safe, but grease and 
tarpaulna were resorted to for fur- 
ther protection. 

The engines, engine controls and 
landing gear all remained In place, 
expediting re-nssembly. The wing 
tips and tall surfaces were romoved 
and stowed in tho hold of the ship, 
without crating. 

Upon arrival in Spain, debarka- 
tion and re-nssambly were greatly 
expedited by the new method, which 
proved so successful that several 
almilar shipments across the North 
Atlantic have fallowed. In spite of 
stormy wonther, no damage has been 
reported in any case,

An adviaory board was then form- 
etl from among those outside educn- 
tora who had collaborated In the 
plan, This board embraced nine 
prominent cducatora from Columbia 
Univeralty, New York University, 
the Colloge of the City of New York, 
and fram the muntclpal Hoard of 
Education, This voluntary board 
malitained a careful check of all 
teaching efforts nat the start and 
helped correct faulty methods, 

The faculty was given Its assign- 
ments three months before opening 
of clanies. Each inntructor ater 
submitted an outline of the materlai 
he proposed to give his classes, and 
finally before taking over tho teach- 
ing exch Instructor appeared before 
the advisory board and ‘his col- 
Jeayrues, and delivered a sample 
lecture. Thia breaking in process 
continued until the atart of tho 
classes, . 

During this preliminary period 
the vutside educators who were help- 
ing frequently expressed astonish 
mont at the readiness with which 
the policemen absorbed the rudi- 
ments of sound teaching methods. 
The pollcenten themselves developed 
considerable enthustarm about the 
new institution, and now take dia- 
tinct pride in It. 

Students for the school were 
divided into classes of thirty or 
thirty five men. The schedule pro- 
vided that cach student was to re- 
ceive four hours of instruction on 
one day of every week for a period

FORD PROGRESS. 


Planes’ Regular Service 
in U.S.A. 


Tho combined effect of tho re- 
cent passage of the.” Watres’ Air 
Mail bill and the reductions in air 
travel rates to approximately rail 
plus pullman charges presnges 8 
bright future .for. pannenger air 
transport lines, In the view of lend- 
ing air line operatora, William B. 
Mayo, hend of the alreraft division 
of the Ford Motor Company, sald 
recently, Vord all-metal tri-motor 
tronsport planes are now flying re- 
gularly on mont of the {important 
alr passenger Hnes In the United 
States, Central and South America. 

The early award of air mail 
contracts to most of the passenger 
lines in the United States, a move 
intended by the provisions of the 
Watres bill, which recently was 
signed by President Hoover, Is ex- 
pected to quickly carry the alr 
transport companies to a point 
whore their operations will be 
financially profitable. Many cf 
them, since the  grent = in- 
crease In passenger traffic 
which followed the fare reductions 
early in the year, have been ablo 
to almost balance their operating 
expenses with operating rovenucs. 
The added revenues expected to 
be available through transport of 
air mail should enrry them ‘over 
the top, in the view of Mr. May, 
who han recently made an exhaus- 
tive survey. of the prospects of 
these companies. 

Even oat this stage in tho 
seemingly rapid development of abr 
passenger transportation, the plane 
fleets of many of the alr lines aro 


running daily with capacity Jonds, |. 


Mr. Mayo found in hia survey. An 
outstanding example was furnish: 
ed by Transcontinental Air Trans. 
porte “Madux Alr Linca, whose fleots 
are largely made up of Ford tri- 
motor planes. During the first 
quarter of the year trafic increas: 
ed almost 600 per cent, 10,878 pase 
sengers were carricd over Home 
portion of the route between 
Columbus, Ohio, and Los -Angeles 
ne against 4,346 for the first six 
months of the operation of tho 
line in 1929, and four additional 
services were added to care for the 
inerense in traffic. 

Two of these services extend tho 
entire Jongth of the enstern divi- 
sion between’ Columbus — and 
Waynoka, Okla, the other two 
being added local services between 
St. Louis and Wichita, Kansag. In 
addition to those, two more sere 
vices are added on Pridays, Satur- 
days and Sundays, both the cast- 
hound and westbound rans be 
tween Columbus and Waynoka 
being operated in three sections. 
On a recent Sunday cnough trafic 
was turned down to fill) a fourth 
plane westbound from Columbua. 
Second section planes, too, are not 
uncommon on the western section 
hetween Clevis, New Mexico and 
Lox Angeles. 

Saving Travel Time. 

Mr. Mayo also found that this 
inerease in tenaffic was due Inrgely 
to the rapidly srrowing practice oF 
business men—executives and 
salesmen—using the planes to savo 
travel time, and that, in fact, tho 
passenger air lines are now taking 
their place ng an every day facility 
to be used with the same readiness 


Jthat ratl lines are patronized, 


In reporting to Mr. Mayo the 
attitude of his Compuny, T. B. 
Clement, general traffic manager of 
the company, sald: 

“It is our firm conviction that 
niv transportation is no Jonger a 
thing of luxury and a plaything of 
tho woll-to-do. Rather, wo believe, 
air transportation has become, like 
the telephone, the telegraph ' and 
the electric light, o public neces- 
sits. 

“We believe the immediata 
fulure will see the suecessful pase 
senver carrying Hine also trana- 
porting the fast air expreas and 
mail of this country a8 a cargo ine 
cidental to its passengera and on 
the samo carefully  acheduled 
operation, - performed wilh the 
same safety and caution used in 
the carrying of passengers, 

“The net result will be transport 
planes earrying passengers, mat) 
and cxpress at the samc time, just 
as the blue ribbon trains now 
carry passengers, mail and express 
at the same time.” 

Somewhat the same experienco 
was reported to Mr. Mayo by the 
Colonia) Air Transport, ‘which 
operates between New York, Bos- 
ton und Montreal, Albany and 
Cloveland and Buffalo and Toronto, 
and which uses a flect of Ford tri- 
motors in’ its Now York-Boston 
passenger, sorvice. 

When'this company reduced Its 
rates carly in-the yenr to a point 
even after the cuts, woll above rall 
and pullman rates, traffle immedi- 
ately [nerensed so that now tho 
company is operating three trips 
daily In each direction between 
New York and Boston.

board. The officers and crow all ac- 
quitted themselves admirably and 
did their utmost to calm the excited 
Passengers, 

After the passengers had pus 
on their life-belts they were order- 
ed on the boat deck to man the lifes 
boats. lve of tho boats were 
lowered on the port side and all 
were in readiness to shove off. ‘ 

Boats Answer Distress Signals. 

During this time the distress 
Signals from the Hakusan Maru 
were heard and in less than 16 min- 
utes, launches of the Customs, tho 
N.Y.K., the Mitsubishi, 0.S.K., 
Wator Pollce, etc, came up at high 
speed and stood by the ship. The 
Hakusan Maru, too, had steamed for 
shallow water and reached a point 
near the Kobo Steel Works, 

The danger had now passed, and 
within the next five minutes the 
Passengers were transferred to the 
launches for the shore, 

Ono first class passenger died 
from the shock of the collision, Tho 
Right Roverend Bishop M. N. Trol- 
lope, fainted na a result of heart 
failure, and subsequently succumbed 
in spite of the desperate efforts of 
the ship's doctor to revive him. 

The Hakusan Maru arrived off 
Wada point at 3 o'clock from Lon- 
don, Marseilles, and way ports, 
carrying 71 passengers, 26 of whom 
were women. Among the passengers 
were tho, Japancao girls’ Olympic 
team, accompanied by its Captain, 
Mins Kinuo Hitomi, and its ‘man- 
ager, Dr. Tusaka Kinoshita and Mr. 
Bunji Mano, member of the House 
of Peers and former President of 
tho Kyushu Impertal University, A 
large delegation went to mect them 
by a spcelal Inunch furnished by the 
N.Y.K. off Wada Point. 

Crash Occurs.- 

The delegation had reached the 
ship and boarded her, and were wel- 
coming them home, when the colll- 
sion occurred. Tho Hakusan Maru 
was passing at the time through tho 
main’ opening of the breakwater 
headed for Pier No..3, The Bdn- 
macdhuf, under tho command of 
Captain Bothwell, bound for Moji, 
came westward and rammed tho 
Hakusan Marw’s port bunker a little 
The collision 
camo ‘with auch a jarring crash that 
passengers rushed out of the public 
rooms to sce what had happoned. 
No one except thoso who were on 
tho port side know what It was, and 
thoy at first ran out mora ‘from 
curfosity than fright. But a mfin-

The next flecting minutes saw the 
ship boginning to Ust very rapidly.

Passengers Calmed, 

Confusion now was rife. Women 
became exelted, bables and children 
began to ery, and everybody began 
to run wildly about the deck. 
Amldat this confusion the officers 
and the erew assured the passengers 
that there was no danger of tho ship 
sinking and that they should calmly 
follow Instructions, This they did 
with romarkable composure under 
the circumstances, 

Commander Goto, following the 
crash, ordered the ship to be steered 
toward the Kobe Steel Works to get 
hor into shallow waters, When she 
had come in near the works launches 
rushed from al! directions to her re« 
acuc, a alxh of relief followed, and 
before tong tho passengers were all 
transferred to them. . 

At pier No. 3 thousands of pare 
enta, relatives’ and frionda of tho 
Hakusan Maru passengers patiently 
walted for the ship to coma along- 
side, Thoy were not aware for a 
fong timo that anything had occur- 
red to tho ship. And then, here also 
great commotion followed, all 
anxious about the safety of their 
respective relatives and friends. 

Launches Rushed Out, 

They soon flocked to tho American 
Hatobn to await the arrival of the 
launches, bringing tho passengers, 
Som¢, too impatient, hired special 
launches and went as fnr out as 
tho Hakuann Maru to seo that all 
was well, ‘ 

The Bon Lino freighter came bac! 
to port and fnvestiyatfon fs being 
made inte tho cause of tho, accident, 
Mr. A. Boulton, head of tho shipping 
department of Messrs. Cornea & 
Company, 88,.Nakamachi, who aro 
the local agents for tho’ Bon Line, 
at once proceeded out to tho shtp. 

Cargo Found Intact, 

After all tho passengers and 
visitors were helped out of the ahip, 
tho Hakusan Maru was towed to- 
ward tho east to safety off Mirumo 
after 6 p.m.
